President  Taft  and  Others  Say  They  Need 
Canada ;  Some  Say  They  Want  Canada.

Do  Uanadians  want  the  United  States  to  come  between  them  and  Great 
Britain?  Most  people  will  say  "no,"  but  that  is  Just  precisely  what  President 
Taft  has  in  mind  in  the  passing  of  Reciprocity.  He  is  not  the  only  one. 
The  following  utterances  and  expressed  views  of  prominent  Americans  tell 
their  own  story. 

President  Taft,  speaking  to  the  newspapermen  of  the  Onlted  States 
at  a  banquet  held  In  New  York  on  April  27,  said: 

"  Why  should  we  not  have  a  closer  union  with  Canada  ?  Think 
of  the  absurdity  of  separating  Mani'  oba  and  Minneapolis  by  as  great 
a  distance  as  Manitoba  and  Liverpool,  when  certainly  F^vidence 
intended  that  their  sepi^ation,  socially  and  commercially,  should  only 
be  that  of  their  geographical  distance.  Canadians  have  furnished  us 
with  a  large  n.imber  of  our  best  citizens.  We  are  giving  them  a 
large  nuni  oer  of  the  pick  of  our  young  farmers.  Let  us  open  the  gate- 
way between  us.  Letusgtveto  both  countries  f  profit  of  the  trade 
that  God  intended  between  us.  Let  the  political  governments  re- 
main tvs  tht-y  are.  Let  us  abolish  arbitrary  and  artificial  obstructions 
to  our  association  with  our  friends  upon  the  north  and  derive  the 
mutual  benefit  that  it  will  certaiii<y  b:     j." 

In  conclusic.n  the  President  ba'A:  "I  have  said  that  this  was  a 
critica'  time  in  the  solution  of  the  q..<!htion  of  reciprocity.  It  is  critical 
because,  unless  it  is  now  decided  favorably  to  reciprocity,  it  is  exceed-  . 
ingly  probable  thai  no  such  opportunity  will  ever  again  come  to  the 
UnitedStates.  The  forces  which  ai«  at  work  in  BngUud  and  in  Canada 
to  separate  her  by  a  Chinese  wall  from  i  he  United  States  and  to  make 
her  part  of  an  Imperial  commercial  band  reaching  from  E'lrgUnd 
around  the  world  to  England  aK'ii"  by  a  Ky>teiii  of  pit- fei-eiitial  u>riffti, 
will  derive  an  impetus  from  tho  rejection  of  thin  ti-eaty,  and  if  we 
"  would  have  recfprocity  with  all^the  advantages  that  I  have  df8<  rihed, 
and  that  I  earnestly  and  sinceivly  believe  will  follow  its  adoption, 
we  must  take  it  now  or  give  it  up  forever." 

A  despatch  teom  Lc<ndon,  England,  dated  May  1,  dealing  with  Presi- 
dent Taft's  New  York  speech,  said :
